Indonesia And Malaysia 
Stop Fighting And Agree 
To A Joint Conference 
By DON HUTH 
JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP)— 
U.S. Atty. Gen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy’s Malaysia mission was 
crowned with success today. In­ 
donesia and Malaysia agreed to 
stop the fighting along their 
Borneo border and to join the 
Philippines in a conference of 
foreign ministers. 
After announcement of the 
agreement, Kennedy flew to 
Bangkok, Thailand, for three 
hours of conferences with Thai 
officials. 'He was to go on to 
London to give British officials 
a review of his talks in Asia. 
The attorney general said he 
hoped the foreign ministers’ 
meeting would lead to a new 
summit conference of the prin­ 
cipals in the Malaysia dispute— 
Indonesian President Sukarno, 
Prime Minister Tunku Abdul 
Rahman of Malaysia and Phil­ 
ippine President Diosdado Mac* 
apagal.

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Subandrio, appearing at a joint 
news conference with Kennedy, 
said the cease-fire in the unde­ 
clared guerrilla war in Borneo 
probably could be implemented 
within a week. He implied that 
Indonesian regular army troops 
would prevent raiders crossing 
from Indonesian Borneo into the 
Malaysian jungle* of Sabah and 
Sarawak states.

Each Dependent Worth $600 


To Taxpayer Filing Return; 


Extra Deductions Listed 


EDITOR’S NOTE - Do you 
know whom to claim as a depend 
ent in filing a tax return on 1963 
income? Do you understand how 
to claim exemptions for the full 
est benefit to yourself? In this 
I fourth of five articles you will 
find the answers to these and 
other questions that may save 
you money.

You knock $600 off your lh 
come—before what’s left is tax 
able—for each examption you 
can claim in filing your 1963 in 
come tax return. 
A person filing a return gets 
$600 exemption for himself if 
he is under 65, an additional 
! »600 if he’s 65, and $600 if he’s 
ilind. He gets the same for his 
wife. 
The person filing a return also 
gets a $600 exemption for each 
person he can claim as a de­ 
pendent but he doesn’t get any 
extra $600 if the dependent is 65 
or blind. 
QUALIFIED D IP iN O fNT 
Who’s a dependent? It varies. 
Your child can be claimed as 
dependent if he was born or 
died in 1963 (but not a stillborn 
child) if you contributed to more 
than half his support in that part 
of the year when he was alive. 
Age is a vital factor in decid­ 
ing whether you can claim your 
own child as a dependent, or a 
stepchild or adopted child. The 
age is 19. 
If he was under 19 and you 
provided more than half his sup­ 
port, you can claim him as a de­ 
pendent and it wouldn’t make 
any difference how much in­ 
come he had, under or over 
$600. 
But if he was over 19 and had 
$600 
or 
more 
income—even 
though you contributed more 
than 
half 
his 
support—you 
couldn’t claim him as a depend­ 
ent unless he qualified as a full­ 
time student. 
FULL-TIME STUDS NT 
Your over-19 child would not 
qualify as a full-time student if 
ie had a regular or part-time 
job or went to night school or 
took correspondence courses. 
What happens if your under-19 
child, or your over-19 child who 
qualifies as a student depend­ 
ent, had $600 or more income? 
He would file his own return, 
claiming his own $600 exemp­ 
tion, and paying any tax he 
owed but you could take a $600 
exemption for him on your re­ 
turn and not have to include his 
income in your return. 
A paid servant in your house 
can not be claimed as a depend­ 
ent. But a friend can be if he 
lived in your house the full year 
and got more than half his sup­ 
port from you—provided any in­ 
come of his own did not amount 
to as much as $600 for the year. 
If he had $600 or more income 
he’d have to file his own return. 


taking his own $600 exemption, 
and you couldn’t claim him as 
an exemption even though you 
did contribute to more than half 
his support. 
RELATIVE DEPENDENTS 
The following relatives—in ad 
dition to your child—can be 
claimed as dependents if the 
rules 
given 
below 
apply 
to 
them: 
Your grandchild, great-grand 
child, and so on; your legally 
adopted child or stepchild, but 
not the latter’s descendants; 
your brother or sister; your 
parents, grandparents, or other 
direct ancestors, but not a foster 
parent; your stepfather or step­ 
mother; your niece or nephew, 
meaning a son or daughter of 
your brother or sister; your fa 
ther-in-law, mother-in-law, son 
in-law, daughter-in-law, brother 
in-law, or sister-in-law. 
DOMESTIC STATUS 
Death or divorce does not end 
those relationships. For exam­ 
ple: you can continue to claim 
your father-in-law as a depend­ 
ent-even though your wife died 
or divorced you—if he got more 
than half his support from you. 
The relatives listed above did 
not have to live with you to 
qualify as dependents. For ex­ 
ample: you may have been pay­ 
ing more than half the support 
of your mother or father who 
was living with your brother. 
In short: >ou can claim any 
of them as a dependent if he did 
not have as much as $600 of his 
own in taxable income and got 
more than half his support from 
you. 
Right here an important point 
arises in deciding who’s a de­ 
pendent. It is the difference be­ 
tween 
taxable and 
nontaxable 
income. 
Social Security benefits are 
non-taxable. They do not have 
to be reported by anyone who 
had to file a return because he 
had $600 or more taxable income 
from some other source. 
SOCIAL SECURITY AID 
But when you as a taxpayer 
want to decide whether someone 
you wish to claim as a depend­ 
ent got more than half his sup­ 
port from you, you may have 
to consider his Social Security 
income to this extent: 
You must figure the support 
you gave him against the sup­ 
port he got from all other 
sources. 
For example: suppose your 
mother got $700 in Social Secu­ 
rity benefits but put the money 
in the bank and didn’t use it to 
live on. You could claim her a 
dependent if you provided 
more than half her support. 
But, suppose she used her $700 
to help her live. You couldn’t 
claim her as a dependent unless 
you contributed more than $700 
to her support

Do you drive around kl your 
auto on cold winter days with 
all windows and vents tightly 
closed?

Do you neglect a checkup 
of exhaust and manifold on 
your car unless something 
starts rattling or falls off? 
If your answer to any of 
these questions Ie “Yes”— 
you are flirting with carbon 
monoxide poisoning, accord­ 
ing to the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
Carbon monoxide is an odor­ 
less, colorless, tasteless gas 
that conies from your auto 
exhaust. In the open air it 
usually is dissipated without 
harm to anyone. But in an en­ 
closed space it can be deadly. 


of deaths from carbon mon­ 
oxide poisoning. The gas can 
seep up through the floor 
boards from a leaky exhaust. 
The victim becomes (frowsy 
and then “falls asleep.” It 
takes only a short time for 
an engine running in a dosed 
garage to fill the building 
with deadly gas. 
No one knows hoer many 
auto accidents are caused tor 
motorists whose reaction time 
is somewhat slowed by a 
small aaepage of carbon mon­ 
oxide into a closed auto. If 
your exhaust and manifold 
are in good shape and fitted 
tight, you likely are safe. But 
it’s even safer to leave a 
rear window open a crack. 
While the car is moving you 
probably can escape danger 
even with a leaky exhaust. 
The 
most 
dangerous 
time 
comes sitting in a parked 
car with the motor running 
and the wndows dosed. This 
is a frequent occurrence in 
odd weather when the auto 
heater is turned on. Always 
open a window when you're 
parked with the motor run­ 
ning. 
Carbon monoxide poisoning 
is a serious health hazard. 
Remind yourself and your 
family to be on the alert to 
the dagger.

Dear Mr. Roy: 
I am writing in reference to 
the communication from 
the 
John Birch Society which ap­ 
peared in your January 13 edi­ 
tion. Coming as it did on the 
worst day of winter, it did little 
to relieve the spell the elements 
had already cast over our com­ 
munity. It only served to in­ 
clude the spine among the col­ 
umns buffeted by icy chills. 
One of the more unfortunate 
aspects of the November 22nd 
tragedy was that the world was 
robbed of an opportunity to ob­ 
serve first-hand the American 
system of justice we so dearly 
cherish. What the world did see 
was a retreat into a primitivism 
that can never be reconciled 
with democracy. Had he lived, 
the trial of Lee Harvey Oswald 
might have demonstrated that 
the cardinal tenet of justice op­ 
erates even in the most despic­ 
able of circumstances; The as­ 
sumption 
of 
innocence 
until 
guilt is proven. 
However, the absence of any 
mention whatever of Oswald’s 
murder In the Society’s com­ 
munication leads one to have 
second thoughts about the fore­ 
going bit of idealism. Multipli­ 
cation of the sentiments ex­ 
pressed by the Birch Society 
would have rendered it well- 
nigh impossible to select a jury 
that would not have already 
tried the accused prior to the 
formal trial. 
Although I have studied other 
articles distributed by the John 
Birch Society, this particular 
article proves to be such a clear 
demonstration of the spirit and 
tactics of the group that as an 
American, 
also dedicated 
to 
truth, I am led to offer the fol­ 
lowing comments: 
(1) What the public has thus 
far learned from the FBI re­ 
port is that there is no evidence 
linking the accused slayer to 
other parties. He appears to 
have acted on his own and for 
himself during his stay in Dal­ 
las. If and when the FBI (or 
the Warren Commission, but

Subtly 
attempting to align J. Edgar 
Hoover with their theorizing is 
clever windowdressing by the 
Society, but I do not believe 
there is public record of Mr.

(2) One encouraging event in 
the midst of so much that was 
otherwise in recent weeks has 
been the orderly transition of 
the reins of government.

expression toward him In death 
not a bit late, not to say hypo­ 
critical? 
(4) “ The John Birch Society 
is an educational army and our 
only weapon is the truth.” Does

A contin­ 
uing scrutiny of motives and 
methods? A willingness to ad­ 
mit error instead of assuming 
a monopoly on truth? If truth 
means at least these things, and

Kay-Skrzypeski, a Polish-born 
British citizen who fled from 
Nazi-occupied Poland in 1940, 
was the second fatality in the 
last two Olympics. 
At the 1960 Summer Games in 
Rome, cyclist Knud Enemark 
Jensen of Denmark died after 
competing in a 100-kilometer— 
624-mile — road race. Officials 
at the Rome Olympics an­ 
nounced after the Games that 
2,236 injuries had been tabulat­ 
ed during the competition. 
9 OTHERS INJURED 
Besides Kay-Skrzypesld, three 
other toboganners have been in­ 
jured. Two Germans — Josef 
Lenz and Josef Fleischmann — 
were injured here Tuesday, and 
Elizabeth Gould of Rydal, Pa., 
a member at the U.S. team, suf­ 
fered multiple fractures while 
practicing to Poland in Decem­ 
ber. 
The injuries here caused this 
order to be issued:

National Archives Tighten 


By MARTHA COLE 
WASHINGTON (AP)—The Na­ 
tional Archives Building, where 
rest the records of a nation 187 
years old, has tighter security 
regulations since a recent theft. 
But authorities have no fear 
of anyone stealing the Declara­ 
tion of Independence or other 
great documents. 
"We feel there's absolutely 
no possibility of anyone making 
off with the real national treas­ 
ures,” Dr. Robert H. Bahmer, 
deputy archivist of the United 
States, said in an interview. 
HALF MILLION IN LOOT 
Despite elaborate safeguards, 
presidential letters and other 
documents valued 
at $500,000 
were stolen from the research 
area. 
The three great charters of 
freedom of the United States 
are enshrined in the exhibition 
hall of the Archives Building. 
These are the Declaration of 
Independence, the Constitution 
of the United States and the 
Bill of Rights. 
During the hours the building 
is open to the public, from 9 
a.m. to IO p.m., a guard stands 
by the great documents, en­ 
closed in glass cases. 
EERIE OPERATION 
After the great bronze doors 
of the building are closed, slow­ 
ly an electric mechanism be­ 
gins to operate. 
Eerily, the seven sealed glass 
cases containing the precious 
parchments begin to descend. 
It takes one minute for them 
to sink to a 50-ton vault, 20 feet 
below the floor, there to spend 
the night. 
The vault is of steel and re­ 
inforced concrete with floor and 
walls I foot, 3 inches thick. The 
two doors of the same thickness 
that lock over it weigh 5 tons 
each. The vault is fireproof, 
shockproof and it considered 
bombproof. 
EMKROENCY PROVISIONS 
In an emergency, the docu­ 
ments can be lowered at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. In case of power 
failure, a stand-by mechanism 
will lower thorn and close the 
vault. 
There's more than theft from 
which to protect the documents. 
Damage 
could 
result 
from 
light, air, heat, cold, mold and 
dust. 
To safeguard against these, 
each parchment document leaf 
is sealed in helium, an inert 
gas, in its own bronze-bound 
case of filtered glass. 
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LINE WELDING 
IN CHURCH CO. 
IS DEFECTIVE

showed addicts buying, at $3 or

years, he talked to American, 
Oriental and European police 
authorities, international smug 
glers, gangsters, junk peddlers 
and addicts. 
He recorded authoritative tes­ 
timony that most of the heroin 
smuggled into the United States 
is processed in clandestine lab­ 
oratories in Marseilles, France, 
but that the important middle­ 
men in the traffic are the Sicili­ 
an Mafia and Corsican gang­ 
sters. 
NOT MUCH NEW

SERVICEMEN 
MAY RE ASKED 
NOT TO SMOKE 


By FRED f. HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
top doctors of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force have recom­ 
mended steps aimed at discour­ 
aging smoking among the 2.7 
million men and women in uni­ 
form, it was learned today. 
There would be no attempt to 
prohibit cigarette smoking, The 
Associated Press was told, but 
the military surgeon general 
proposed: 
1. An educational program in­ 
tended to point out to all serv­ 
ice people the potentially harm­ 
ful effects of smoking. 
2. An end to service participa­ 
tion in what one surgeon general 
called ’’promotional schemes.” 
Under this heading, he included 
gifts of cigarettes to military 
hospitals. 
DISCUSS REPORT 
The surgeons general 
met 
Wednesday with Dr. Shirley C. 
Fisk, the Defense Department's 
health director. They discussed 
the Public Health Service's re­ 
cent report linking cigarette 
smoking with lung cancer and 
various other life-shortening dis­ 
eases. 
Afterward, the Defense De­ 
partment said, ’’No decisions 
were made on possible actions 
the subject would be studied fur­ 
ther. 
This gave the impression the 
meeting ended inconclusively. 
But Fisk told The AP in em­ 
phatic tones that it was a con­ 
clusive session and that he ex­ 
pected a 
common policy to 
emerge for ail the services. 
He declined to go into detail 
pending an expected formal an­ 
nouncement.

SATURN I WILL 
GIVE U. S. LEAD 
IN ROCKET RACE 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fit. (AP) 
—World leadership in rocket 
power nifty be the prize next 
Monday when the United States 
plans to launch the Saturn I on 
its first two-stage test flight. 
If all goes well, the rocket 
will lift a 37,700-pound satellite 
nearly three times heavier than 
any previous payload. 
The 
satellite, 
mostly dead 
weight with no scientific value, 
will dwarf the largest payloads 
orbited by the Russians — Sput 
niks 7 and 8 which weighed 14, 
292 pounds each. The heavi 
est American space payload 
weighed 10,200 pounds. 
RELEASE DETAILS 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration today dis 
closed detzils of the Saturn I, 
which has been on a launching 
pad here since last August, 
waiting out months of checkout 
and several weeks technical de 
lay. 
The rocket stands 164 feet tall 
and fully fueled weighs 562 
tons. The Statue of Liberty is 
151 feet and weighs 227.5 tons. 
The first stage, 21.5 feet in 
diameter, has an eight-engine 
powerplant which will generate 
1.6 million pounds of thrust about 
34 million horsepower. 
This is designed to lift the 
rocket above the earth’s atmo­ 
sphere. At an altitude of 48 
mUes, the real key to Saturn 
l ’s power flashes to action; a 
second stage with six engines 
that burn liquid hydrogen and 
produce 90,000 pounds of thrust. 
Hydrogen delivers 40 per cent 
more punch than fuels like the 
high-grade kerosene in the first 
stage. 
It 
generates

tre­ 
mendous kick when ignited in 
the vacuum of space. 
The second 
stage will be 
flown for the first time Monday. 
Four earlier flights used only 
the first stage. 
Experts believe a good test 
will give the United States a 
booster lead over Russia. Best 
estimates place the thrust of 
the big Soviet space rockets at 
between I and 
1.2 
million 
pounds. There is no evidence of 
their progress with liquid hy­ 
drogen.

U.S. Budget Urged By

NEW YORK (AP)—How the 
next federal budget will differ 
from the current one in its 
effect on business and con­ 
sumers and taxpayers is shown 
in government spending and in 
expected collections. 
The figures President Johnson 
has submitted for the fiscal year 
starting July I also reveal the 
actual cash receipts and pay­ 
ments. which run higher than 
the formal administrative budg 
et given to Congress Total cash 
receipts from the public are ex­ 
pected to rise and total cash 
payments to the public to re­ 
main steady, after some adjust­ 
ments of transactions between 
government agencies. 
The details of the changes are 
significant. 
WHERE CUTS COME 
Increased spending is sched­ 
uled for education, for health, 
labor and welfare, and for space 
research and technology. And a 
big boost will be the $400 mil­ 
lion more interest to be paid— 
$11.1 billion in all—on an ex­ 
panding federal debt with ris­ 
ing interest costs. 
Sectors of the economy sched­ 
uled to receive less federal out­ 
lays in the next fiscal year are 
mainly agriculture and indus­ 
tries involved in national de­ 
fense. Veterans benefits and 
se rv e s and international af­ 
fairs and finance also are ex­ 
pected to cost a bit less. 
DEFICIT LOWER 
The government, on the other 
hand, is counting on collecting 
more 
in 
individual 
income 
taxes and corporation income 
taxes, despite the proposed cu* 
in rates because incomes and 
earnings are expected to rise, 
and also in excise taxes because 
consumers are expected to buy 
more of the things thus taxed. 
Higher employment tax re­ 
ceipts and interest on trust in­ 
vestments are expected to swell 
government 
trust 
fund 
ac­ 
counts. 
In all, the government de- 
• payments covered in the ad­ 
ministrative budget 
and 
the 
various agencies not included, 
are expected to pay $122.7 bil­ 
lion in cash to the public, and to 
Uke in $119-7 billion from the 
public. 
UNDER EARLIER ESTIMATES 
This $3-biUion deficit will be 
about $2 billion under the one 
predicted in the formal admini­ 
strative budget, which puts re­ 
ceipts at $93 billion and expend­ 
itures at $97.9 billion by omit­ 
ting the independent agencies. 


The cash outflow and inflow 
will have the closer relation to 
the economy as a whole. 
The President stresses the 
budget’s economic effect this 
way: “In setting the relation­ 
ship between government ex­ 
penditures and taxation, 
the 
budget is also a powerful eco 
nomic force which can help or 
hamper our efforts to achieve 
stable prosperity 
and steady 
growth." 
This economic force will be 
shaped by such things as a pro­ 
posed $1.1-billion drop in mili­ 
tary spending, and the hoped for 
$1.2-billion decline in the cost of 
farm programs. The President’s 
shifting emphasis also is seen 
in his request for $1.1 billion as 
a starter in his proposed war 
on poverty.

(AP)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson, like his predeces­ 
sors, has to juggle the usual and 
the unexpected, which is all 
right except when the unexpect­ 
ed hits him, as it did Johnson. 
But even the usual can look 
brand new, unless you have a 
lively memory. For instance, 
when a president trots his budg­ 
et message into the congression­ 
al stadium. 
It s like an Army-Navy game 
—cheers and jeers—except that 
Democrats 
and 
Republicans 
don’t don blue or gray. They just 
stay dressed in their old party 
attitudes, as they did this week 
when Johnson sent them his 
budget. 
WASN'T A SURPRISE 
Most Democrats found it de­ 
lightful, Republicans looked for 
holes in the budgetary line. It’s 
like that when a Democrat is 
president. Ifs like that when a 
Republican is president. But 
then Democrats and Republi 
cans swap sides. 
Since this has been going on 
for years, and Johnson was in 
Congress 23 years, he could 
hardly have been dumbfounded 
by the reaction and may even 
have been happy the Republi 
cans didn’t say more. 
There will be much of the 
same as he continues to send 
Congress messages. 
The real domestic fight, there 
fore, will get worse and, since 
1964 is an election year, it 
should get noisier. 
SAME FOR JPK 
President John F. Kennedy 
went through the same routine 
in his first year in office, arni! 
the years that followed. Ifs not 
the domestic stuff that makes an 
old man of a president, ifs the 
foreign stuff. 
That’s where a president gets 
clouted with the unexpected but 
Kennedy got a better break 
than Johnson, starting out. 
Kennedy’s first big foreign 
trouble was when he backed the 
disastrous rebel invasion of Cuba 
but he had already been in 
office three months before that 
happened. 
PANAMA, THEN De GAULLE 
But here was Johnson, in of­ 
fice less than two months, up to 
his nose in getting his messages 
together for Congress, when the 
Panamanians blew their lid. 
Johnson had already tried to 
overhaul the American machin­ 
ery for dealing with Latin Amer­ 
ica when the riots in Panama 
began. It was an unhappy be­ 
ginning. 
Just about the time he got the 
Panamanians cooled off a bit, 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle let it be known that 
France was going to recognize

IN NEW YORK

NEW YORK (AP) — New 
York’s “ Little China’* is grow­ 
ing every day. 
Hie population of Chinatown, 
on 
Manhattan’s 
Lower 
East 
Side, has more than doubled in 
the past IO years. 
As a result it is rapidly over­ 
flowing traditional borders of 
the Chinese section which until 
about 
two 
years 
ago 
had 
existed intact since its formation 
at the turn of the century, 
crre TWO FACTORS 
Two 
factors 
created 
the 
booming populaton, now esti­ 
mated to total around 37,000: 
In May, 1962, a presidential 
order waived immigration laws 
as a means of relieving the 
crush in the British colony of 
Hong Kong caused by Chinese 
fleeing Red China. This quickly 
brought 
some 
7,000 
Chinese 
to New York. 
Before the Communists took 
over mainland China in the late 
1940s, many single Chinese men 
came here to earn money and 
eventually returned 
to 
their 
families in China, now they are 
staying here and 
sending for 
their wives and children. 
RRPLACING OTHER GROUPS 
The 
Chinese are 
replacing 
Puerto 
Ricans, 
Italians 
and 
Jews in tenement areas border­ 
ing Chinatown. 
The change in Chinatown has 
not been without its problems. 
Chinese youth are becoming 
more Americanized, often for­ 
saking the strict codes of be­ 
havior and respect for elders 
which once 
were 
the trade­ 
marks of their family life. 
Chinese boys with ducktail 
haircuts can be seen nightly 
roaming Mott Street 
One boy observed: 
“We 
are 
being picked 
on 
more and more at school and 
in nearby playgrounds by the 
Puerto 
Ricans 
and 
Italians. 
One of these days we are going 
to form a gang and fight back.’’

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Is Panama Canal Coing To Be Another Suez? 
By TOM HINSHAW 
Is the tiny Panama Canal 
Zone about to become an Amer­ 
ican Suez and Algeria wrapped 
in one? 
The explosive pinpoint in Lat­ 
in America contains some of 
the ingredients of the two Afri­ 
can crises that toppled a British 
government in 1956 and de­ 
stroyed a French republic in 
1958. 
Like the Suez Canal before 
1956, the Panama Canal is a 
strategic waterway located in 
a weak nation but operated and 
protected by a major foreign 
power in an atmosphere highly 
charged with nationalism. 
NASSER MOVED 
The Suez Canal, located in 
Egypt, was run by a private 
company in which the most im­ 
portant 
stockholder 
was

British government. Until 1956, 
British troops were stationed in 
Suez. 
As soon as the last British 
troops evacuated

bases under a negotiated agree­ 
ment, 
E g y p t i a n

Carnal Ahdel Nasser found an 
excuse to nationalize the canal. 
The move helped to bring on 
the brief Suez War of Novem­ 
ber, 1956, at the conclusion of 
which British Prime Minister

millan.

William W. Scranton, told about 
200 Philadelphia business and 
industry

night that economic affairs are 
getting better all over the state. 
Scranton, still with the re* 
mains of a cold which kept him 
from his office Tuesday for the 
first time since he was elected, 
was here to attend the first of 
four planned fund-raising din­ 
ners this month by the Commit­ 
tee of 100,000 Pennsylvanians 
for the Promotion of Economic 
Growth. 
“As you know,” the governor 
said, “I have made economic 
development a major element 
in this administration's pro­ 
gram. Industry is now finding 
that Pennsylvania is most at- 
tractive for plant location, plant 
expansion and as a place to do 
business. 
LOCAL EFFORT CRUCIAL 
"The work done by our local 
industrial development groups 
is crucial to the success of our 
effort,” Scranton said. 
The industrial objectives for 


Pennsylvania, he added, include 
diversification, to prevent a 
slump in any one business from 
having widespread effects. 
He told the business leaders 
that IMS was the biggest year 
for 
industrial 
expansion 
in 
Pennsylvania in a long time, 
with 700 new or expanding in­ 
dustries. 
JOBLESS RATE DOWN 
The governor said when he 
took office 9.4 per cent of the 
state's workers were unem­ 
ployed, but this figure dropped 
to S per cent last October and 
was S.7 per cent at the end of 
1963. 
The governor said the state is 
ideally located for industry and 
business. He said it has what 
he described as a favorable 
railroad situation, adding, "we 
are going to have soon a better 
one.” 
He did not amplify the state­ 
ment 
The Pennsylvania 
and the 
New York Central railroads 
have announced their intention 
to merge. The Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission has not yet 
ruled on the proposal.

It will make other public 
pitches for money in Meadville, 
Jan. 25; Pittsburgh, Jan. 27; 
hand Harrisburg, Jan. SI, to sup­ 
port its efforts to sell Pennsyl­ 
vania's economic potential to 
the country. 
"MOVING AHEAD" 
At Wednesday night's meet 
fog, Frank Magee, chairman of 
the committee, said, "I am 
most gratified by the enthusias­ 
tic support we have received in 
our initial organizational efforts. 
"We are now moving ahead 
to recruit as ambassadors every 
Pennsylvanian concerned with 
the future economic health of 
our state,” Magee added. 
At the banquet, the governor 
presented a check for $100,125 
to the Philadelphia Industrial 
Development Corp., an organi­ 
zation seeking industrial expan­ 
sion for the city.

WASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
endless circle spins again. Pres­ 
ident ohnson has made disar­ 
mament proposals based on the 
hope 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
has 
changed its mind. But there’s no 
reason to believe it has. 
Johnson suggested Tuesday — 
in a message to the 18-nation 
disarmament conference which 
opened in Geneva — several 
moves for controlling nuclear 
weapons and cutting down their 
production. 
There would have to be an 
inspection system 
to prevent 
cheating. This is what the Unit­ 
ed States has always insisted 
upon, before there could be an 
agreement. But the Soviet Un­ 
ion has always opposed an in­ 
spection system. 
NOT BASICALLY NEW 
Last week Johnson said, "we 
shall make new proposals’’ to 
the conference. Later he was 
quoted in a White House state­ 
ment as saying "as the United 
States enters these negotiations 
. . . we harbor no illusions of 
easy success.” 
His proposals Tuesday were 
not basically new. Even his 
opening sentence had a fam iliar 
sound, the kind of thing the Unit­ 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
have been saying for years: 
"There is only one item on the 
agenda of this conference — it 


is the leading item on the agen 
da — and that one item is 
peace." 
NO TASK MORE URGENT 


The Soviet Union said several 
years ago in a memorandum on 
disarmament: "There is no task 
more vital and urgent today 
than the task of preserving 
peace.” 
The White House had hardly 
announced 
Johnson’s 
proposals 
before senators were urging cau­ 
tion, warning there could be no 
agreement .without inspection. 
Any hope of a Soviet switch 
on inspection seems based on 
this: Maybe they think it’s time 
for a second look because (I) 
their economy is in a downturn 
and less money spent on arma­ 
ments would help and (2) their 
split with Red China may make 
them want better relations with 
the West. 
This past year there have 
been some steps towards better 
relations, as Johnson mentioned: 
an agreement banning nuclear 
tests except underground; a di­ 
rect line between Moscow and 
Washington to be used in a cri­ 
sis to prevent misunderstand­ 
ings; and a unanimous United 
Nations 
vote 
last 
October 
against nuclear - armed space 
satellites to halt the arms race 
upstairs. 
RED CHINA PROBLEM 


But even if the Soviet Union 
switched on inspection, this aw­ 
fully unpleasant question 
re­ 
mains: what good would a dis­ 
armament agreement be unless 
Red China was a party to it? 
It’s hard to believe the U.S. 
Senate would ever approve a 
disarmament agreement which 
did not include Red China. But 
Red China is not taking part in 
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the 18-nation conference. And, to 
complicate matters, this coun­ 
try refuses to recognize the 
Communist Chinese as the law 
ful masters of China. 
The Red Chinese, in turn, 
have said they would not be 
bound 
by 
any 
disarmament 
treaty unless they took part in 
it and, in addition, they said 
they would not take part unless 
the United 
States recognized 
them. 
BXPLAIN FALLACY 


The fallacy in a disarmament 
agreement without Red China 
was explained by the late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy at a news 
conference Feb. 14, 1962: 
"There is no use having an 
inspection system agreed upon 
between . . . the United States 
and the Soviet Union and some 
other countries and then have 
another country, large, carrying 
on intensive armaments prepa­ 
rations. 
Quite 
obviously that 
would not protect our security. 
"So this problem of bringing 
that in is a problem that must 
be considered before we would 
be able to have confidence in 
any disarmament agreement.” 
Red China is not even a mem­ 
ber of the United Nations. The 
United States has managed so 
far to keep it out. But the Ameri­ 
can ally, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Nationalist China on 
Formosa, is a U.N. member. 
NO EASY ANSWERS 
Chiang claims to be boss of all 
China, although the Reds drove 
him off the mainland and have 
kept him off. So, in addition to 
ail the problems just mentioned, 
there’s this. 
How, for the sake of universal 
disarmament, could the United 
States recognize Red China with­ 
out abandoning Chiang or at 
least in effect agreeing that the 
Red Chinese and not Chiang 
were the boss of China? 
For all these reasons the dis­ 
armament circle seems due to 
keep spinning quite a while.

ment was strongly condemned, 
and it cannot be condoned now 
any more than it was then.” 
Williams’ statement referred 
to testimony by Don B. Reyn­ 
olds, Washington and S i l v e r 
Springs, Md., insurance man, 
that in 1959 at the suggestion of 
Baker he gave Johnson a stereo 
set 
costing 
more 
than 
$500. 
President Johnson then was the 
Senate Democratic leader. 
IM M * POLICY 
Reynolds had sold $100,000 of 
insurance on Johnson’s life in 
1967. The amount was increased 
to $200,000 in 1961 after Johnson 
became vice president. 
The insurance man also testi­ 
fied he agreed to buy over 
$1,200 worth of advertising on a 
radio-television station in Aus 
tin, Tex., owned by the LBJ Co. 
which is paying the insurance 
premiums. Mrs. Johnson con­

STARTED PROBE 
It was a demand by Williams, 
who had investigated Baker's

Reynolds was questioned at 
dosed sessions of the commit­ 
tee Jan. 9 and Jan. 17.

gifts of home freezers, fur coats 
and an oriental rug to govern­ 
ment officials were criticized. 
" I see no difference in the ac­ 
ceptance of an expensive stereo 
than in the acceptance of a 
mink or vicuna coat, a deep 
freeze or an oriental rug.” 
Williams said he believed any­ 
one giving gifts to public offi­ 
cials expects something in re­ 
turn, and “any public official 
who accepts such gifts is not so 
naive as to be unable to recog­ 
nize that point."

There are perhaps some 25 of 
these keyboard artists in the na­ 
tion. One of the best is John 
Browning, 30, a slender and 
handsome bachelor, who start­ 
ed picking out tunes at the age 
of 3 and started taking lessons 
at 5.

“Both my parents are musi­ 
cians, and they didn’t want to 
rush me too fast,” Browning ex­ 
plained.

after

up. 
Also, the artist himself can get 
bored if he starts too soon. By

Browning, who comes from 
Denver, Colo., and Los Angeles, 
became an international musi­ 
cal figure in 1956 when he won 
the gold medal award in Brus­ 
sels. Since then he has per­ 
formed with most of the great 
orchestras here and in Europe.

“It’s a

field,” he said. “This seems to 
be an age of pianists, and tal­ 
ent at present seems to come 
mostly from the United States 
and Russia, rather than West­ 
ern Europe.
